AN ERA OF TRAVEL 


The constant increase in the number 
and use of motor v ehicles is a feature of 
life all around us today . 
For one thing 


it is making population more mobile and 
restless than was ev er the case before. 
For another thing it is cutting in on the 
business of steam and electric railroads, 
especially for short distance traffic. City 
dwellers hav e alway s been prov erbially 
more fickle and prone to change than 
those in rural districts. 
Municipal atmos­ 
phere has been more productiv e of rest­ 
lessness than that of rural districts 
But 
motor highway s 
and 
automobiles 
are 
spreading the same sprit into the country 
areas. 
Today the farmer can and does 
mov e as rapidly as the city man. 
There 
is a constantly increasing percentage of 
traffic, both of produce and of passen­ 
gers. 
The problem of distributing this 
between steam railroads, trolley cars, and 
motor 
v ehicles is a v ery 
difficult one. 
They compete with each other and y et 
they can be made to cooperate in ex tend­ 
ing serv ice and increasing traffic. 
J udge George W. Anderson of Massa­ 
chusetts points out that the motor trans­ 
portation industry is already larger than 
the railroad industry . 
He say s that the 
seating capacity of motor v ehicles, 
in­ 
cluding 
omnibuses, 
is 
7 0,000.000, 
or 
about thirty times the seating capacity 
01 our railroad cars.” 
All of these motor 
v ehicles compete with railroads. 
J udge 
Anderson calculates that it costs a family 
of fiv e persons 18 cents a mile to trav el 
in a train, but only one cent a mile to 
ride in a Ford. 
But when it comes to 
freight and to 
“ passengers 
in 
concen­ 
trated form” the railroads need fear no 
riv alry . 
In other words, we are in an era of 
constantly 
increasing 
trav el. 
There 
is 
more restless mov ement of people, both 
for pleasure and business, than was ev er 
the case before- 
The automobile has pro­ 
duced and is taking care of a large share 
of this business. 
But the railroads are 
prospering too, both in freight and pas­ 
senger traffic. 
Indeed the v ery conges­ 
tion of motor highway s is driv ing many 
back to coaches and Pullman ears. 
The 
locomotiv e is still a dominant factor in 
transportation and the era of steam rail­ 
way s is by no means at an end.

DR. ELIOT AND VALENTINO 


Two well known Americans died this 
week, one a motion picture star and the 
other an educator of world wide fame. 
The former receiv ed columns of space in 
the newspapers 
where 
the 
latter was 
giv en paragraphs. 
In the one case there 
Mere scores of pictures showing the de­ 
ceased in v arious characteristic poses, in 
the other there was usually one simple 
portrait. 
Were the newspapers in error in play ­ 
ing up the one life so much more than 
the other? 
They were not, the Carthage 
Press points out then adds: 
The space 
giv en was not based on the ini])ortance 
of achiev ement, but on popular interest in 
the men. 
Irrespectiv e of space and dis­ 
play , for ev ery pierson who scanned the 
account of the educator's passing there 
would be at least 10 to 20 who read with 
regret of the untimely end of the actor. 
Rudolph Valentino stood at the head of 
his profession. 
He was known to ev ery 
pers(>n who attends rn« » v ies and lu- nanu' 
uas the surest road to gratify ing receipts 
Hio b'» x offices.

Dr. Charles W. Eliot dev oted his life 
to educational wfjrk and perhaps no other 


educator accomplished more in his line 
than did he. 
He ex erted a profound in­ 
fluence on American thought, and when­ 
ev er he spoke, his words were hearkened 
tu with respect- 
Though there were mil­ 
lions of Amercans who neither knew nor 
cared any thing about him, the result of 
his work will be left long after Valentino 
is forgotten as completely as are now the 
actors of the ’eighties. 
There is of course no means— nor need 
— of comparing Dr. Eliot and Rudolph 
Valentino. 
Their activ ities were along 
lines too completely different. 
Yet the 
tact that the death of the actor eclipsed, 
in a way , the death of the educator does 
not indicate any lack of proper appre- 
cation of the latter. 
It merely means that 
the public at large is more interested 
in a man whom it knew as a liv ing figure 
on the screen than it is in one who was 
to the av erage person little more than 
just a name. 
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A HERO ABROAD

An American correspondent in Buda- 
pest writes that 
an American 
citizen 
named Smith, still in his middle forties, 
has done more to make America popular 
in Hungary than any one else in history . 
This citizen is J eremiah Smith of Boston, 
who 
recently 
returned 
home 
after 
straigtening out Hungary ’s tangled fin­ 
ances. 


It is not I\ir. Smith’s financial serv ice 
that commends him and his country to the 
Piungarians, so much as the way he con­ 
ducted himself w’hile handling the job. 
When he arriv ed in Budapest a couple 
of y ears ago, a roy al palace was placed 
at his disposal. 
As commissioner-general, 
the correspondent ex plains, “ “ the Hun­ 
garian officials believ ed that he would 
put on a lot of dog. 
” Much to their surprise, he refused to 
look at the apartment in the imposing 
pile on the heights of Buda. 
Instead, he 
mov ed 
into 
town 
small 
rooms 
in 
the 
Grand Hotel Hungaria, not ev en the best 
hotel ill the capital. 
Then he dropped 
out of public v iew'. 
“ For tw'o y ears he w'orked day and 
night on the almost 
hopeless 
financial 
problem. 
Not once did he make a public 
speech or issue a statement to the public 
prints. 
When 
he finished 
his job 
he 
closed his desk, handed ov er the accumu­ 
lated salary to the local officials and took 
his departure- 
There w'as no blah about 
making the world safe for democracy or 
hands across the sea. 
“ And that is why the name of Smith is 
great in Budapest.”

Out of the $5 ,5 00 giv en by Mrs. Rus­ 
sell Sage for a campaign of education in 
southern schools has growm a great mov e­ 
ment for the protection of bird life. 
It 
W’as in 1010 that the attention of Mrs. 


Sage W'as called to the fact that in the 
southern states 
particularly 
there w'as 
much destruction of bird life, and she 
started the ex periment with a v iew of 
teaching the children in the schools to 
know and lov e the birds. 
Today there are 8 27 ,7 7 6 children en­ 
rolled in the junior department of the 
Audubon Society , an increase of 28 ,47 1 
members 
ov er 
a y ear 
ago. 
A report 
w'hich has been issued w'ithin the w'eek 
say s: 
“ The 
only thing in 
the 
future 
.W'hich will prev ent the junior w'ork from 
still further ex panding will be a lack of 
funds.” 
Stimulation of interest in bird life by 
these clubs complements the program of 
nature-study in the school. 
In the w'ords 
of J ohn T. Tigert, United States commis­ 
sioner of education: 
“ As a result of the 
aciiuaintance of the children w'ith birds 
in this way , the old destructiv e attitude 
is rapidly disappearing among boy s and 
girls of <nir generation.

America, and the wo rld as well, knew 
him no t o nly as the distinguished presi­ 
dent emeritus o f H arv ard, but also , and 
affectio nately, as the friend-at-large o f 
demo cracy, 
the St. Lo uis Po st-Dispatch 
« ays. 
He was a candid critic and a f e a r­ 
less, but nev er a carping o ne; there was 
always in him a large serenity, a sureness, 
th a t gav e to his wo rds so mething o f the 
w eight and dignity o f an o racle. 
Ev en 
w hen differing fro m his v iews, o ne heard 
'h im with the respect due his ripened wis­ 
do m, his to Ferance, his keen and abiding 
lo v e o f mankind. 
Chief Justice T aft was 
no t beyo nd the m a rk when he declared, 
in tendering to Dr. Elio t the co ngratula­ 
tio ns o f the American peo ple o n the o c­ 
casio n o f his ninetieth birthday anniv er­ 
sary, th a t he had ‘‘wielded g reater po wer 
.with 
the 
intelligent demo cracy 
o f this 
co untry than any o ther uno fficial citizen 
o f his time.” 
He was no dweller in academic iso la­ 
tio n. 
His ho use was by the side o f the 
ro ad. 
To the v ery end o f his life he a p ­ 
plied himself to pro blems to uching the 
w elfare o f the co mmo n man.

capital and labo r i n ’ their relatio ns with 
each o ther and with the public. 
He la­ 
bo red fo r civ il serv ice refo rm, fo r the 
co nserv atio n

the 
natio nal 
reso urces, 
fo r mo re recreatio n gro unds in the cities, 
fo r clo ser co ntact o f the co lleges with the 
pro blems o f ev ery-day liv ing. 
Tied to no 
po litical party, no class o r special inter­ 
est, he spo ke his mind o n ev ery subject. 
And because his mind was kno wn to be 
free, he nev er failed to co mmand atten­ 
tio n. 
He was, as Ro o sev elt said, a man g re a t­ 
ly to be env ied. 
He liv ed a full life. Like 
his mentality, 
his 
rem arkable
